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INFORMATION ON TIME LIMITS FOR ENTERING THE NATIONAL PHASE 

The appliwnt is remmded that the "national phase" must be entered before each of the designated Offices indicated on 
the cover sheet of this Notification by pa ^ prescribed by Articles 22 and 39 and 

the applicable, national laws, in addition the applicant ma* also nave id comply with other special requirements applicable 
in certain Offices. It is the applicam % s responsibilhY to ensure the enter th<5 national phase are taken In a
